Mr, Stratton’s 
religious Ife began in 1854, though from 
early years he was ao earnest worker in 
church and Sabbath school, Being the son 
ofa Paptist deacon, be first joined that 
church. Entering upon the world to fight 
its battles, he made the Methodist church 
his choice, joing It in 1856. He has 
filled many important chaiges in the M. E. 
as well as Methodiat church,

‘The Greatest Gunpowder Explosion. 


The greatest explosion of gunpowder 
the world hag ever known took place at 
the du Ponts’ works on the 7th of Oc- 
tober, 1890. “With thelr usual cautious 
policy the du Ponts have never stated 
just how great a quantity of powder ex- 
ploded ut this time, but it is certain 
that thre magazines and, three mills 
in the upper yard were blown up one 
after another, and a safe estimate will 
put the quantity of powder exploded at 
one hundred and fifty tons, In this 
explosion thirteen men and one woman 
were instantly killed, while twenty- 
two men and nine women were Injured, 
yome fatally. 

The explosion occurred a little after 
three o'clock in the afternoon. It began 
in the magazine for hexagonal powder, 
the Kind used in Jarge guns, and the 
most dangerous, belng made not in 
grains, but in reddish, six-sided cakes 
about an inch and a half in diameter, 
and an inch thick, with a small hole 
running through the centre, These 
cakes look like nothing so much as the 
nuts on a wagon wheel, At the time 
of the explosion, cakes of-powder were 
boing packed Into large wooden boxew 
ined with tin, each box belng about 
three feet square. ‘The tin linings pro- 
jected above the tops of the boxes about 

two dnches, and, when a box wis 
packed were folded down over a Un 
cover fitted closely upon the cakes of 
powder, It was the duty of one of the 
workmen, William Green, to solder 
these tin edges down upon the tin co: 

a hot iron being used for this purpose. 

On the day in question, what he fear- 
ed came to pass. A fellow-workman, 
| William McGarvey, was bringing him 
the hot irons from a charcoal bragler 
about twenty-five yards distant, Green 
! stood just at the door of the open mag- 
nine, and all around him were uncoy~ 
ered boxes filled with the haxagonal 
powder, ready to be sealed and stored 
away. There were also dozens of boxes 
that had been sealed, Just what hap- 
pened will never be known, for neither 

Green nor McGarvey was left to tell 
! the story. But the probabliity is, one

‘The Iden of Accepting Germaur's 1 ye 
tion (o Kiel Is Decidedly 
Obnoxious. 

Paris, June 10.—M. Millerand, Social- 
ist, interpellated the Government in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day iu regard to 
the policy of France in the East, and 
the acceptance of the invitation of Ger- 
many to take part iu the ceremonies at 
Kiel, on the occasion of the opening of 
the Baltic Sea Canal, decluriug that the 
Jutter Indicated o chavge in the Freuch 
policy. 

M. Hanotaux, Minister of Foreign At- 
fairs, denied that the acceptance of Ger~ 
many's invitation furnished evidence of 
auy change of policy whatever on the 
part of France, The acceptance of Ger- 
many's invitation was merely an act of 
politeness, The Frevch sailors who would 
go to Kiel would represent free aud 
strong France, fearing uo comparison 
with the sailors of any power. Disayow- 
ing auy feeling of resentment respecting 


; the East, M. Hanotaux said France was 


unwilling to leave Russia to struggle 
alone with difficulties which might in 


| [uence the general policy of the repuby 


lic, France, he declared, remained faith- 
ful to her allies, 

M. Flourens suid that in return for 
French support of Russia in the East, 
France ought to haye obtained a guar 
auteo that whon the question of the au- 
nexed provinces (Alsace-Lorraine) came 
before Europe, Russia would give her 
moral and material support. Further 
more, Russia ought to help France in 


| Egypt in return for her services to Rus- 


sia in the Armenian question, 

Ex-Premier Goblet declared that the 
action of the Government in sending 
French warships to Kiel wounded the 
patioval sentiment of France, The en- 
tente entered into with Russia bad com- 
fmanded French gratitude, but now it 
seemed that it was not sufficient 
for effective action. If a genuine  allir 
auce existed between France and Russia 
let M. Hanotaux plainly say so. Germany, 
he said, had not hesitated to publish the 
fact und terms of the Droibund aud France 
certainly had no reason to be ashamed 
of haying established an alliance with 
Russia, He (Goblet) was not animated 
by any fecling of revenge, but the sopara- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine from France con- 
stituted m just reason for displeasure, and 
until that question wae settled France 
would remain neither courteous nor cone 
ciliatory. 

Premier Ribot said that France had 
united her interests with those of Russia 
for the prewrvation of the peace of 
Europe, and this alliance had made both 
countries stronger.

London,June 1§,—The National Union 
of Conservative Associations gaye 
banquet in this city last evening. 
Among the guests were the Duke of 
Devonshire and Joseph Chamberlain, 
Liberal-Unionist, The Duke of Devon- 
shire made a speech, in the course of 
which he sald this was the firat oo 
sion on which the Liberal-Unionists 
had been guests of the National Union 
of Conservative Associations, He con- 
nected the fact with the recent unfalr 
attacks on Mr. Chamberlain, and de- 
clared that the leaders of both sections 
of the Unionists always had absolute 
mutual confidence, He dilated upon the 
progressive change in the attitude of 
the Conservatives, ascribing jt to the 
Influence of A, J, Balfour, the late 
Lord Randolph Chureb!ll and men |ike 
them, and to closer contact with public 
feeling, The Unionist Alilance, .he 
added, must be strenuously maintained 
until the danger of disruption of the 
Empire shall have passed. Meanwhile 
the Unionists would try to effect doo'al 
reforms upon which they were agreed, 
The time was nearing when a new Gov- 
ernment would haye to be formed, and 
power shared by the two sections of the 
Unionists, Whether it would be a Union 
fusion or coalition was of small im- 
portance, for difficulties would be In- 
curred anyway, The Conservatives 
could not be expected to call themsélves 
Liberal, while the opinions of many 
Liberal-Unionists prevented them from 
adopting the name of Conservatives, 
but there was a growing disposition on 
the part of both to adopt the name 
Unionist to the exclusion of the older 
and narower party term. Most of them 
were prepared to merge Conservatism, 
Liberalism and Radicalism Into the no- 
bler title of Unioniam. This ‘might re- 
sult in the alliance becoming perman- 
ent, and the formation of a party to 
be called a national one. 

Mr Chamberlain said be concurred tn 
the remarks of the Duke of Devonabire, 
He added that the occasion marked the 
advance to completeness of their Union, 
He hoped that both sections would en- 
deavor to make the alliance permanent, 
The Conservatives had proved that 
they were not opposed to reasonable 
reform, and were not reactionary. The 
Liberal-Unioniats looked forward to com 
Operation with them in useful construc 
tive legislation.

How Surdou Makes « Play, 


Sardou's way of working Is as follows: 
The moment an ilee has occurred to 
hin he puts {t down, end all the various 
notes, documents, particulars which 
have to do with this Idea are joined to- 
gether, forming a wort of dossier, When 
the Idea is crysta.lzed into dramatic 
shape Sardou writes a scenario of a 


few pages, giving the al » as it 
were, of the whole play, he puts 
the work aside. All hit various themes 
ure treated in the same way. He has 
at the present day from seventy to 
oighty dosslera in his drawers, out of 


which elght or ten plays will come. So, 
when he has to write a drama or com- 
edy, he only chooses. For instance, 
“Theodora” was written fifteen years 
after it originated in the author's 
mind, 

As soon as Sardou's choice is made, 
he reads over all the accompanying 
notes and documents which pertain to 
that play, and then he begins to write 
the drama or comedy, act by aot, scene 
by scene, as they come into his mind, 
When he has done this preliminary 
work, he rewrites the plece on large 
white quarto paper, The play {x then 
reduced and condensed, It is thin sec- 
ond manuscript which is given to the 
copyist, to whom Is entrusted the care 
of putting it in shape 


All this writing is ordinarily done 
at Marly, Sardou {* not disturbed 
there dahe fs in Paris.

CLERICAL BEARDS. 


Reflections Suggested by the Presbyterian 
General Assembly. 

In looking over the pictures of the 
Presbyterian clergymen in attendance 
at the General Assembly, as printed in 
the Pittsburg papers, we are struck 
primarily by the thought of the many 
ways In which they deal with the crops 
that grow on men’s faces, We see here 
the full beard, either shaggy or closely 
cropped, or straggling, the latter re- 
minding us of the memorable remark 
of the late Duc de Grammont-Cader- 
ousse that “an ill-dressed beard is the 
most terrible catastrophe that can hap- 
pen to a man.” We see here side whis- 
kers, which m some cases are per- 
mitted to grow very long, while in 
other cases they are of the mutton-chop 
variety, and In at least two cases are 
mere hairy nubs, like half sausages, 
beside the ear,which do not deserve the 
name of whiskers, We see goatees of 
three kinds, sometimes surmounted by 
an imperial and sometimes not, We 
See moustaches, some of them sweep- 
ing sidewise like those worn by Col. 
Waring of the Loyal Legion, formerly 
known in France as the mustachlo a 
la Badoinguet, and some of them droop- 
ing over the lips in a way that {s not 
pleasing to the eye of an artist. We 
see here a beard that is disposed to 
url ; another the hairs of which must 
be like steel wires; and another ey 
dently of fine silky stock. We see gray 
beards and also fresh young beards, 
which are doubtless of different colors, 
sheer black, Nght or dark brown, red 
or reddish, yellowish, or perhaps even 
kind of blowzy. One minister has a 
beard like that which brought fame to 
Clodion, and another has one like that 
of Boss Lexow. There are many com- | 
such as the whiskers with 
or without a moustache, the goatee 
with or without an imperial, the full 
beard barring a shaven chin, and yet 
others, There are a good number of 
beardless men among the clerical de- 
legates, some of whom may shave the 
face, while others may, for all we know, 
be unable to raise a beard . 

It is interesting to give heed to these 
things while looking upon the pictures 
of the members of the Gencral Assemb- 
ly of the Presbyterian Chureé at Pitts- 
burg. The liberality of Presbyterian- 
ism, in regard to the clerical beard, Is 
obylous. 

At a meeting of Roman Catholic pre- 
3 and priests, all of them would be 
nshaven, At a meeting of the rab- 
bis of Judaism, all of them would be 
full-bearded and every man proud of 
his beard, proud in proportion to Its 
Jength. 

As regards the Eplscopallan, Baptist, 
Methodist and Congregationalist min- 
isters, there is evidently no rule about 
the beard, though a good many Eplsco- 
palian and Methodist bishops are clean 
shaven. The great Bishop Seabury, who 
was a Tory during the Ri ition, and 
had to seek refuge in this city, had not 
a hafr on his fat face.. 

So far as we have observed, most of 
the Unitarian ministers are as beard- 
less as the Rev Dr. Collyer, who, we 
are told, wore little side whiskers when 


he was a blacksmith in England ; while 
most of the Universalist ministers seem 
to have black, brown, or gray beards. 
In old es no American Protestant 
minister would have thought of wearing 
4 full beard. The furthest that any of 
them went was mutton-chop whiskers 
A Moustache would have ended the 


clerical career of any ¢ of them

FRANCIS JOSEPH'S FOOT-WASHING. 


The Curious Ceremony of Holy Week at 


Vienna. 


On Holy Thursday, at Vienna, the 
Emperor Francis Joseph performed th 
annual ceremony of washing the feet of 
twelve old beggars. The ceremony took 
place In the Hall of Ceremonies in the 
Imperial palace. On a platform raised 
slightly above the floor was a long tabi 
with twelve covers, a plate, knife, woods 
en spoon, folded napkin for each, with a 
piece of bread, a pewter mug, and a lit- 
tle blue pitcher filled with water, At 
10 o'clock twelve.old men, the youngest 
89 and the oldest 96, entered the hall and 
Were supported, each by two relatives, 
to the platform, which they mounted 
with difficulty, and were placed in their 
seats, their relatives, most of them wo- 
men, standing behind them. Then enter- 
ed twenty Knights of the Teutonic On 
der, headed by their master, Archduke | 
Eugene, dressed in white with a long 
black cross on the breast of their dou- 
blets and another on the back of their 
long white cloaks. They marched 
around the hall, and then, forming o 
line on either side, made way for the 
Ministers, with Count Kalnoky at the 
head, and the Emperor's staff. They 
were followed by the Primate of Austria, 
Cardinal Gruscha, with priests and aco- 
lytes bearing candles and burning in- 
cense. Then came the Emperor, dress- 
ed in the white uniform of an Austrian 
General and wearing the order of the 
Golden Fleece. He advanced to the 
table and addressed a few words to the 
old men, At a signal from the master 
of ceremonies twelve guardsmen step- 
ped forward, each bearing on a tray the 
first course of a sumptuous repast; the 
Emperor now took off his helmet, gave 
it to an officer, and, passing down the 
line, arranged the dishes before each 
guest. Twelve Archdukes then approach- 
ed and remoyed the Barmecide banquet 
from the guests eyes,handing the dishes 
to the guards. This was repeated for 
three courses, and with the last the 
plates, knives and other objects on the 
table were also taken off. They were 
all packed later, with the food, in wood- 
en boxes, and sent to the homes of the 
old_men. 
| “he table was then taken away, and 
| the “washing of feet” began. A priest 
approached with a towel and a golden 
basin full of water; their slippers were 
taken frors the old men’s feet, and the 
Emperor, on his knees, beginning with 
the oldest, moistened his feet with water 
| and dried them with the towel With- 
out rising, still on his knees, he passed 
| on to the next one, and so on to the end 
of the row. When he had finished he 
rose and placed around each man's neck 
a chain, attached to which was a small 
white bag containing thirty pleces of 
silver, That ended the ceremony; the 
Emperor and his suite withdrew, and 
the old men were taken home by their 
friends.—New York Sun.

The trio served until the 
close of hostilities, and in 1870 drifted 
weatward. They followed mining, and 
quickly became experts n that line, and 
were known In all the minlug camps 
from Colorado to Nevada. In the spring 
of 1872, while camped in the Sweet: 
water country of Wyoming, two miners 
came to their camp bringing @ quantity 
of gold dust, and relating ® wonderful 
story, Elght or ten months before they 
had secretly penetrated into the interior 
of Arizona, and had discovered a gold 
mine on the Colorado River, near the 
mouth of a canon, where they had re- 
mained for months taking out the dust, 
The country swarmed with Apache In- 
dians. Thore was not a aingle white 
settloment within two hundred miles 
of the mines, The two miners worked 
much of the time at night. To reach 
the mines they had walked hundr:ds 
of miles, carrying supplies on their 


backs. Although the supply of gobi 
was still plentiful, the dread of the In- 
dians cAused them to abandon the 
mines, travel speedily and secretly 


across country, and put themselves 
again 

IN TOUCH WITH CIVILAZATBON, 
They had been virtual prisoners for 
nearly elght months, In April, 187%, the 
Willlamses started for the abandoned 


mines. They travelled overland hun- 
dreds of miles through an isolated 
country, It was a terrible journey, but 


the brothers made it in safety, and act- 
ually succeeded in finding the mines. 
The diggings were located along the 
mouth of a magnificent canon, which 
opened Into Colorado River, and at a 
spot where the isolation and seclusion 
made all the surroundings seem strange 
and wierd like, Less than three weeks 
after their arrival the three brothers 
were surprised one morning at day- 
break by the Apaches and taken pris- 
oners. Tom and Jonathan were both 
fatally wounded. That day Tom was 
burned at the stake at a point sixty 
miles north of the scene of the capture. 
His unfortunate brothers were witness- 
€s of his execution. It was this and sub- 
sequent events that turned Archibald 
Williams" hair from black to white in- 
side of forty-eigth hours Jonathan 
was burned on the following evening at 
the Indian village, stil further north, 
amid scenes of shocking cruelty. That 
night Archibald made his escape. The 
squaw who had been placed to guard 
him while the population of the village 
assisted at the living cremation of bis 
brother, stole away to take part in the 
Jollification, and in her absence he suc- 
ceeded in freeing himself from the 
thongs which bound him. He crawled 
for a mile and then ran like a madman 
across the sterile plains, not knowing 
where he was going. He bad a long 
lariat about his waist and a knife which 
he had picked up when he crept out of 
the tent in which he had been put by 
the Indians, The poor fellow 


WAS NEARLY CRAZY. 


The awful scenes he witnessed well 
nigh dethroned his reason. He deter- 
mined to kill himself rather than fall 
into the hands of the Indians a second 
time. When daylight broke he found 
Limself on the top of a cliff fitty feet 
high ,with the river beneath, and with 
the yells of the pursuing Apaches com- 
ing nearer and nearer. Frantic with 
desperation, he performed a feat sel. 
dom if ever equalled in the record of 
daring adventures. He fastened the 
rope or lariat toa tree at the top of the 
precipice, let himself down to a project- 
ing rock twenty feet below, and, draw- 
Ing the rope down again, doubled tt 
Sround the boulder and swung himself 
off, ing his hold when he got to 
the end and falling some ten or fifteen 
feet. It was the deed of a manaic, yet 

escaped unhurt. Once on the river 
edge he looked about him like a beast 
at bay, and, discovering several trees 
which had been cut down by beavers, 
he lashed them together with part of 
his rope, forming m rude raft, He de-

It ls cause 
for comment that the an (nia did not 
really learn to shoe him long before 
they did. They did put coverings upon 
the feet of animals used for draught oF 
burden, These coverings were made of 
lether nd even pMed shoes ef hemp 
were put upon mules, which, by the vey 
were oftener ridden in olden times than 
horses were. By and by these were 
made pf metal, not as the animal's Coot 
dy faced with iron to-day, but a metal 
shoe was made into which (he horse's 
foot was placed, The mules that drove 
Nero's chariot were shod with silver 
shoes while those of his wife's “turn 
out!”

Sion of naillag on @ shoe, It might be 
Well to notice just here the fact that 
the horseshoe “kept evil spirita away,” 
even 4s long ago as in the days of this 
old King, 1,600 years ago, and was 
doubtess placed in his grave for this 
purpose, A writer In the Philaddphia 
‘Times says: “The superstition that as- 
goclates the horseshoe with luck is very 
old, and prevalla all through Europe and 
ip Southern Asla, Nobody can seem to 
pettle whether it is the fron of which 
it fs made or its shape that brings good 
luck, The ancients believed thi iron 
had wonderful powers, and when Arats 
are overtaken by great storms they cry 
‘Iron ! Iron ! which they do to propi- 
Mate the evil spirits in charge of the 
storm? * Aa to Its shape, a crescent 
was a form much favored by all na- 
tions. The Chinese bulld tombs In this 
shape, and so do the Moors. It was 
lucky to bave a horas around in olden 
(times, and so the writer sums up the 
luck of @ horseshoe as found in three 
qualities which It possess: ‘It ks made 
of ron, it Is in the shape of a cr, scent, 
and it has been worn by a horse,” 
we find them gilded and beribboned tn 
“my lady's parlor’ and rusty and red 
bbove the stable door, and all for the 
sake of the phantom “luck” or to drive 
away the “spirits jof our own inven- 
tion. A shoe for “luck” should never be 
hung up with the open end down, be- 
cause then the “luck wil run out,” 

In the ninth century they began to 
#ho® h rses, but, strange to say, only 
in Ume of frosts, King William I. in- 
troduced hors -shoelng into England, 
and +ix horseshoes ae on the coat of 
arms of the descendants of the man to 
whom he gave vast estates for caring 
for his horses In this way. No improye- 
ment hes been made in horseshoes for 
years. Better tron has been used and 
better nails, but no change has come 
in shape or manner of putting them on, 
The “smithy” is a dingy-looking place 
with its rows of eboes along the raiterr, 
its big bellows, and ita fire and anvil; 
but the “smith—he's « fine, sturdy fel- 
low,’ full of anecdotes and news. 

“Horseshoes made of ? Made of horse- 
shoe iron. A better class of iron than 
4s used for other things, and ‘s often 
made of old horseshoes melied down, 
Good nails ? Yes, the Standard and the 
Ausable are what we like. Size ? 
There's @ mule's shoe. Mr. Mule has a 
narrower and smaller foot than a horse, 
Everybody knows that. Cut thiir to:- 
nails ? Yes, every time we shoe ‘em, A 
man that owns a g00d horse don’t trust 
much to a roadside blacksmith. He 
ought to have his own shoer, just as he 
has his own barber. And that’s the 
way “big guns” do with boss horses, 

We like to shoe the same horse rather 
than shoe after mome one else. We fel- 
lows never shoe just exactly alike, and 
where I get a horse trimmed I like to 
keep him."—The Horseman.

comes into play. This machine, which 
is very simple in construction, requiring 
so little attention that It can be kept at 
work with about as much labor as is 
devoted to a twenty-four hour clock, 
performs exactly the same mechanical 
work that a silkworm does. It draws 
from the liquid a continuous unbroken 
thread of even diameter and unlimited 
length. As this thread is spun another 
portion of the machine takes It up and 
twists it into any desired thickness of 
yarn with perfect regularity, 

Thus the fabric can be made of any 
desired weight or thickness, so that it 
will be weasonable at all times, 

This artificial silk has been spun 
in Bradford, England, and worked up 
into a large variety of fabrica, In the 
dying, weaving and finishing of theae 
no special treatment has been found 
necessary. It has been dyed in all im- 
aginable shades and colors, and owing 
to the peculiar qualities of the material 
it takes a dye more readily and gives 
a more brilliant effect than the natural 
article, In texture it is the equal of 
the best of Chinese and Italian silks, 
being soft and silken to the touch. It 
is expected that it will be used largely 
in combination with natural silk and 
cotton for producing brocaded effects, 
"These latter have been so expensive 
lately as to be out of the reach of all 
but the fattest purses The new In- 
vention will reduce the cost. 

It would seem that this new process 
would give an immense impetus to the 
manufacture of textile fabrics all over 
the world, and it probably will, but 
Dr. Lehner also differs from the ayer- 

age inventor in that he combines finan- 
celal cunning with his remarkable 
genius, so that every yard of this new 
material made will put many pennies 
into his pocket. 

Patents on the process have been ob- 
tained in most of the European coun- 
tries, and an application for one tn the 
United States 1s now on file at Wash- 
Ington, as well as in the patent office 
of the Canadian Goyernment. A com- 
pany with a capital stock of $1,500,000 
is about to be formed in Montreal to 
manufacture the material. There has 
already been formed in England a 
company having a capital stock of 
$540,000, the inventor recelying . $160,000 
in cash and $180,000 in full-paid shares, 
the remaining $200,000 being used as 
a working capital. 

It was originally intended to manu- 
facture the article in England, but 
When the demonstrating plant was es- 
tablished at Bradford it was found 
that there was @ prohibitive tariff on 
alcohol used for manufacturing pur- 
poses, For that reason the plant was 
located at Glattburg, near Zurich, Ger- 
many, where there {s no tax on alcohol 
used In manufactures, From this place

(t) To make and enforce regulations 
for the establishment and operation of 
departments In such of its schools an it 
may deem sultable for the preparation 
of candidates for the annual examina- 
tion of teachers, and for matric 
lation at the University of Manitoba, 
and for the doing of general lterary 
work corresponding to the standard re- 
quired for these examinations, and to 
give special ald to such schools froin 
the funds at Its disposal, not exceeding 
in the aggregate one-twentieth of its 
appropriation, provided that no school 
shall be entitled to receive such special 
ald that does not comply fully with the 
regulations made by the Board for its 
operation. Provided, further, that each 
such department shall be established 
only with the consent of the local 
Board of School Trustees, 


(g.) The board may, whenever they 
shall see fit, appoint and hold a meeting 


of such board in any part of the pro- 
vince, and such meeting shall be as 
valid as if held in the city of Winnipeg, 
which shall be the usual place of meet- 
ing of such boards or sections. 


The foregoing powers, it will be ob- 


served, are entrusted to the Board of 
Education, not to the Provincial au- 
thorities, a very important difference, 
The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Councll Is 
authorized to appoint all the members 
of the board, to the Superintendent of 
Separate schools and Secretary of the 
Board. Several clauses relate to the 
formation of school districts, election of 
trustees, etc, 

Clause 27 states that corporations sit- 
uated In a locality where both Public 
and Separate school districts are es- 
tablished shall be assessed only for the 
school district of the majority yet out 
of such assessment the Council of the 
local municipality, city or town shall 


» give to the school district of the minor- 


ity a part of such assessment in propor- 
ton to the number of Catholic or non- 
Catholic children of school ages, as the 
case may be, according to the census, 
Further clauses define what property 
shall be exempt from school taxation. 
One clause states that a non-Catholic 
ratepayer shal not be obliged to pay 
for a Catholic school, or a Catholic rate- 
payer for a non-Catholic school, 
The last two clauses are us follows: 
(122) All moneys which on the 30th 
day of April, 1890, were held by the 
Government of the Province of Mani- 
toba for the use and benefit of the Ré- 
man Catholic section of the then Board 
of Education, shall be by the sald Gov- 
ernment held for the use und benefit of 
the Board of Education to be establish- 
ed under the provisions of this Act, and 
rhall be applied and paid out for the 
same purposes and under the same on- 
ditions as are provided by this Act qq 
respect of other moneys which may be 
held by the said Government for tte 
use and benefit of Separate schoots, 
(123) In case of the establishment of 
any school district under the provisions 
of this Act with boundaries similar to 
those of any Roman Catholic school 
district, which was In existence on the 
0th of April, 1890, and In case the pro- 
perty or assets Of the Catholle school 
district have been transferred to or 
taken by any board of school trustecr 
which has been in existence under or 
by virtue of the Acts relating to eauca 
tlon and public schools since the 1+t 
day of May, 1890, then and in every 
such cage the property and assets shall 
be transferred and delivered up to the 
new board of trustees established un- 
der the provisions of this Ac*,

scriber to one or more of the clipping 
bureaus, and a busy man finds the sys- 
tem very convenient, for he is enabled 
as it were, to read his newspapers by 
proxy. 

‘The manager of a New York clipping 
bureau, in speaking of the peculiarities 
of his business, sald yesterday : “Many 
of our customers are folks with fads 
and hobbies. A man sent us an order 
recently for all items about two-neaded 
calves, three-legged chickens and other 
monstrosities. A leading politician or- 
dered 100 Memorial day addresses, from 
which he could compile a Fourth of 
July oration which he had engaged to 
deliver.

Inch In diam several feet in length, 
and looking like a bundle of sticks of 
dark beeswax, When the powder |e 
touched off the ends and cireumference 
of each rod of powder Ignite inatanta- 
neously and burn towards the centre. 

The volume of gases generate 
combustion grows constantly 1 si 
caune the burning surface Is Je 
an it in the volume of Kas which glves 
yeloolty to the projectile #hot from the 
gun, a loss of velocity im the inovitable 
result, The projectile does not go #0 
far as \t would If the pressure of the 
gasen had increased, or had at least 
been maintained. 

In each plece of the Maxim-Sohupp- 
haus powder is a lot of small holes run- 
ning through the entire length of the 
rod. When the powder Is Ignited the 
flame spreads instantaneously, not only 
over the clroumference of each rod, but 
throughout the perforations as well, 
These little holes are burnt out with 
such rapidity that the difference In the 
volume of exploa've gases generatyd at 
the beginning and at the end of the bore 
of the gun Is about In the ratio of 16 
to 1. 

This new death-dealing powder haa 
been fired In feld guns and in the 
heavy coast-defense rifles at Sandy 
Hook with surprising results, From a 
10-inch gun, loaded with 128 pounds of 
this powder, a projectile welghing 671 
pounds was thrown elght miles out to 
nea, 

To teat by a large gun the actual de- 
structive work of this new powder 
would be impossible In a clyilizea com- 
munity, The force of the high explosive 
thrown would be too great, It would 
be necessary to withdraw to the Great 
Sahara Desert, the wilds of Siberia or 
some cqually unfrequented locality in 
order to see Just what would happen if 
60 pounds of explosive should hit some- 
thing, 

‘The big gun which Messrs. Maxtm 
and Schupphaus propose to construct 
will be a 20-inch gun espectally adapt~ 
ed for coast defense, This gun will 
show some peculiarities. It will not be 
built up, that ts, composed of many 
pleces of steel bound together, but will 
consist of a single thin steel tube about 
30 feet long, with walls not over two 
Inches In thickness, in marked con- 
trast with the mortars whose walls are 
made elght or ten Inches thick in oraer 
to resist the pressure of the discharge. 
The recoil of the gun will be offset by 
hydraulic buffera underneath contaln- 
ing water and oll. 

When the gun Js fired some of this 
water and ofl will be displaced by the 
shock and it will rise into the side 
chambers, The entrance of the water 
and oll into the chambers will so com~ 
press the alr in them that on the cessa- 
ton of the recoll the alr will force the 
water and oll back Into thelr buffers 
and the gun will again be tn position 
for firing, On account of the simplicity 
of its construction and the lightness of 
its walls this gun will not be expensive 
to build. 

A 20-inch gun of this type, using the 
new powder, could be planted at the 
entrance of New York harbor, elther 
in Fort Washington or Fort Wads- 
worth and command the entire sea for 
a radius of ten miles. So uniform are 
the pressures and velocities obtained, 
says the New York World, that a won- 
derful accuracy of fire is possible, It 
would only be necessary to train the 
gun upon any ship sighted by the range 
finder within this radius to insure its 
complete destruction 

The quantity of explosive thrown 
would be sufficient to sink a man-of- 
war if the projectile exploded in the 
| Water within 50 feet of Its side, At 150 
feet the concussion of a 500-pound pro. 
Jectile would be severe enough to cause 
dangerous leaks and disable a ship, 

Equally fatal consequences would en- 
j sue if one of these great projectiles 
struck any part of the superstructure 
of a ship and exploded. The energy 
required to lift a body weighing 500 
pounds, whether solld or gaseous, at 
the velocity at which the gases of a 
dynamite explosion are raised, is s»v- 
eral million foot pounds, and since an 
equal preasure is exerted downwards to 
raise the gasen (t will be seen how tre- 
mendous in the force which would be 
driven downward int, the hold of a ship 
by the explosion of 600 pounds of nitro- 
gelatine. 

No man-of-war ever built could with- 
stand such a shock. Its sides would be 
Instantly disrupted and It would sink 
4 broken masa Into the waves, The ex- 
plosion of one of these huge projectiles 
under water in proximity to a man-of- 
war would be equally disastrous, for 
the water being a uniform body, the 
force of the concussion would be the 
same In all directions and would strike 
the aide of the ship like a catapult 

This system of throwing projectiles 
fs just as efficacious on shipboard 
against coast fortifications or other ves- 
pels at sea. It is not hard to predict 
what would happen. A man-of-war 
armed with one of these guns would be 
Jord of the seas, for it could sink any 
ship, wood or atee}, almost as soon as 
sighted, and at a distance beyond the 
reach of the heaviest guns afloat. The 
strongest armoured vessela would be 
crushed like egg sbells before the ter- 
rifle fire, and the sea would soon swal 
low up the noble steel cruisers that it 
has cost the nations so much to perfect

Damage Meperted.

To Save Lost Heat. 


‘The sclentific Journals describe a ser- 
fee of tests lately made to determine the 
loss of heat from steam pipes due to 
radiation, three distinct conditions be- 

| ing observed in the caloulations, name- 
ly, bare pipes, pipe covered with one 
inch of composition, and pipes overlaid 
with one inch of composition and three 
surfaces of hair felt, each half an inch 
in thickness, The steam pressure used 
was from forty-five to sixty pounds, 
and the results showed that, with one 
inch of composition, out of a possible 
loss of 100 per cent., elghty-three and 
| one-half per cent. was saved, and, with 
the extra felt covering, elght and one- 
fourth per cent. additional marked the 
saving. It is remarked that, if a single 
pound of coal is required to evaporate 
elght pounds of water into steam at 
sixty pounds’ pressure, then six and 
one-half hundredweight of coal would 
be needed every year to make good 
the loss of heat for every square foot 
of uncovered steam pipe.—The Sun.

Military Prowess of the Afghans, 


The men who haye met and conquer- 
ed the Afghans in former days, as well 
as in recent campaigns, speak with 
marked respect of thelr military prow- 
ess. Such average specimens of these 
surly hirsute sons of Anak as one meets 
in the bazars of Delhi or Lahore enable 
one to realize that they are excellent 
fighting material, and they look os if 
they might have descended directly 
from the primitive men of the stone 
age. These nomadic Afghans and Pa- 
thans from the hills of the frontier are, 
for the most part, peacable peddlers of 
“notions,” Cabool grapes, and other 
fruit, or they are horse dealers and 
camel drivers. Like the Persians, they 
are lighter in color than any race of 
India, but ruddy, deeply sunburnt or 
tanned, and begrimed with dust. Their 
national costume {s far from graceful 
or elegant, consisting of a mass of dirty 
white cotton drapery, loose flapping 
skirts, a well-worn sheepskin coat, and 
8 uark turban called a koola, once blue, 
loosely twisted around a pointed cap 
covering a fringe of shaggy hair, Many 
Afghans, Pathans and Beloochées now 
take servi under the English colors 
and some regiments are mainly recruit- 
ed among these cut throats of the bor- 
der land. These fellows need a lot of 
training before they can be got into 
proper shape, but It is precisely this 
element which gives to the Indlan 
its pecullar stamp, its appeara: 
disciplined, business-like ferocity.—Har- 
per's Magarine.
